| Cleanlineſs being of great Conſequence to the Health 
of the Men, all Commanders of His Majeſty's Ships 
and Veſſels are ſtrictly required to cauſe the 8 
Rules to be punctually complied with: 

1. That all the Men on Board, whether new raiſed

Caſks, ſuch a Part of each as can be moſt conve- 
niently ſtowed : But the Keeping as well as Iſſuing the 
faid Liquors, being liable to dangerous 5 RFI if 
proper Care be not taken; for Prevention, therefore, 
of ſuch Accidents, the Store Rooms for holding ho 
ſaid Liquors, are to be fitted in the following Man-

The Purſer of the Ship is to provide Bedding for the 
Pilots, and to have always a ſet of Bedding on Board 
for that Purpoſe; and the Captain is to order them to 
be ſupplied with Hammacoes, and a convenient Berth 
to lie in near their Duty, and ſeparate from the com- 
mon Men; which Bedding and Hammacoes ſhall be 


returned to the Purſer and Boatſwain when the Pilots 


leave the Ship. 
A Pilot conducting one of His Majeſty's Ships in 


Pilot Water, ſhall have the ſole Charge and Command 


of the Ship, and may give Orders for ſteering, ſetting 
or handing Sails, bracing the Yards, putting the Ship 
at Stays, or any other Acts that concern the naviga- 
ting the Ship; and the Captain is to take Care that 
all the proper Officers and Crew of the Ship do obey 

his Orders. But the Captain is diligently to obſerve 
the Conduct of the Pilot, and if he judges him to 
behave ſo ill as to bring the Ship into Danger, he 
may remove him from the Command and Charges of

the Ship, and take ſuch Meaſures for the Preſervation 
of her as ſhall be judged neceſſary, noting down 


upon the Log Book the exact Hour and Time that 
the Pilot was removed from his Office, and the Reaſons 


for it. 
Captains of His Majeſty's Ships employing Pilots in 


Foreign Parts of His Majeſty's Dominions ſhall, after 


Performance of the Service, give a Certificate thereof 
to the Pilot, upon producing which to the proper Naval 


Officer, he ſhall cauſe the ſame to be immediately paid; 


but if there be no Naval Officer there, the Captain of 
His Majeſty's Ship ſhall pay him, and ſend the proper 
Vouchers, with his Bill, to the Navy-Board, in order 
to be paid as Bills of Exchange. 


Captains of His Majeſty's Ships employing Foreign 
Pilots to carry the Ships they command into or out of 
Foreign Ports, ſhall pay them the Rates due by the 
Eſtabliſhment or Cuſtom of the Country, before they 
diſcharge them; whoſe Receipts being duly vouched, 
and ſent with a Certificate of the Service performed, 
to the Navy-Board, they ſhall cauſe the ſame to be

Flag-Officers, Captains, and Lieutenants, have made 
a Remonſtrance upon this Head to the ſaid Lords 
Commiſſioners, that they had taken the ſame into 
their Conſideration; and being of Opinion, that if 


| ſuch an Eſtabliſhment was made, as ſhould com- 


prehend all the Sea Commiſſion Officers, and ſettle 
their reſpective Ranks parallel with the Army, ac- 
cording the the Quality and Truſt of the Poſts they 
ſhould ſerve in, and ſhould likewiſe aſcertain the 
Diſtinction they have a Right to among themſelves, 
it would be a Means not only of animating them to 
ſupport the Dignity of their Rank in their reſpective
